Perfect pastry requires the best 
shortenIngs. The lightness depends 
on the amount of air enclosed and 


the expansion of air In the bak- 


ing. Pastry varies in degrees of 
xichness, from plain pastry contaln- 
ing half the amount of fat, os of 


. flour, to rich ond puff pastries con- 


taining incredsing amounts. As fats 
incrense,~ so does: the method 
change, 

The object of pastry making In 
to hnve small particles of fat cont- 
ed wilh flour, and, os steam Is the 
chief leavener, a certain amount of 
molsture is required. It must be 
remembered that too much liquid 


* makes a hard, brittle paste. On 


the other hand, with too little 
quid, the flour and fat do not stick 
together, the pastry fs crumbly and 
not light when baked. So now 
carry on. : 
PUFF PASTRY 

Sift 80z plain flour with a good 
pinch salt. Rub in loz butter or 
margarine, Wash well 7oz butter 
in Ice cold water, then. gently 
squeeze out all the water and 
form Into a neat, square pat. Add 
1 teaspoon lemon Juice.to % cup 
ice cold water: make a bay tn the 
centre of the flour, add water 
gradually, and make the paste the 
same consisten¢y: as the butter. 
Kneud well until smooth and 
elastic. Roll out on a Nghtly-floured 
bonrd until puste is three times the 
size of butter.

FOLLOWED busy yenrs for the 
young man, years in ‘which he 
murried, became the father of a 
son, traversed und = restraversed 
ail the countries of the earth, add- 
ing to his already solid reputation, 
#athering the plaudits of all who 
came and saw; winning the — ad- 
miration of artists In his own and 
other fields. Thus he treasures a 
cartoon of himself drawn and in- 
scribed 2o him by the great Caruso, 
in 1943, a cartoon where he ls 
shown when the hairs of his head 
were perhaps grenter in number 
than to-day, yet the Malini 1s un= 
mistakable. That cartoon, inci- 
dentally, was reproduced in the 
Hong Kony newspapers of the day, 
for in that year he was making hls 
first tour of the East. Prominent 
in his scrapbook are his clippings 
Gon “The China Mail”, from other 
local pepers, as well as from those 
of Shanghal, Tientsin and Peking.

HAT year, too, remains mem- 
vrable for Malini because of one 

of those comic mishaps that come 
even to the most agile.

an effort to meet the needs. of those 
who, through no fault of. thelr own, 
have had to apply—temporarily — 
for material help. 


Hong Kong pcople need not be 
ashamed of the way the overpower- 
ing influx of refugees was met, The 
problem was not an casy one as the 
city, cramped as regards ground area 
In ‘the business quarter, had nor- 
mally more people in the poorer 
sectlons of the town than could be 
properly absorbed. The situation 
during last autumn, following the 
advance of the Japunese towards the 
Hong Kong border presented serious 
possibilities as regards housing and 
malntenince of these people. 


One of the newer camps, the 
North Point Refugee Camp, Is en- 
tirely bullt of wood in military hut 
style and consists of a number of 
large, strong and well ventilated 
huts. These might be described as 
more or lesy permanent In nature, 
costing, with the other camps, rough- 
ly half a million dollars, They will 
be used after their present occu- 
ponts have returned to their res- 
pective homes, as temporary dwell- 
ing-places for people now living in 
houses which should be pulled down 


and rebuilt. But this Hes in the 
future. At present the Director of 
Medical Services, who has the 


schemes In hand, is occupied In or 
ganising and maintaining a healthy 
catinp community. 

The first thing that strikes a visi- 
tor on entering the camp is the 
happiness and contentment evident 
on euch face. This point cannot be 
over-cmphasised aus the mere fact 
that these people are contented 
shows ‘the lines followed by the 
fumicritics ure correct. It does not 
mean that slackness is permitted. 
On’ the contrary, rules are. strictly 
tdhtred to; no one, not: even the 
Director himself and certuinly not a 
visitor, is allowed to’ enter without 
4 permit and the inmates ure not 
allowed out unless permission has 
been obtuined. Everyone jg en- 

their doys with 
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employment of some kind and all 
fully understand that’ they are not 
Just living Indefinitely on charity, 
but that they are receiving this os- 
sintance as a-temporary benefit only 
until such time as‘they are able to 
earn their own living outside the 
camp... ... ; 


tis also interesting to know that 
should a+man obtain work outside 
he can still live in the camp, pro- 
vided his curnings do not amount to 
more than $15 a month. Women are 
often able to obtain small Jobs which 
Rive a little additional comfort or 
allow of saving against the day of 
the . family’s return to the Country, 
Thirty per cent. ‘of. -all- earn 
ings must, however, be turned In to 
the camp authorities for payment in- 
to the Government Treasury. 

When’ it fs found thdt the’ re- 
fugees con return to thelr own 
homes, they are provided: with a 


free passage, a spall compassionate 
nilowance to ‘nssist them with tra- 
velling expenses and, If they are re- 


turning overland to unoccupled 
parts of Kwangtung, a small grant 
of money, three days supply of rice 
and probably a warm suit of clothes. 
The Chinese authorities In the dis 
trict are also warned of the family's 
return and assistance asked, In-many 
districts the local magistrates are 
co-operating in this reconstruction 
work -by assisting the returning 
farmers with seed as well as, when 
possible, seme plough oxen and agri- 
cultural implements, 


recently, I was taken stralght to the 
dining hut, as” some 350 children— 
the camp holds roughly 1,500 people 
were having their morning meal. 
Dressed neatly in blue. sults the 
children with their rosy faces and 
bright, alert looks, made me think of 
the effect this uphenval of , many 
thousands, will -have on the. future 
of China.

The camp accounts, plus the re- 
cord of cach [amily, the indentiflen- 
ilon badges, the duties ‘of ‘each 
voluntary worker, ete. are curefully 
kept in the office, which also serves 
as the camp’s domestic administra-

In this description of one of the 
most satisfactory of camps, I have 
Jeft out the most Important part — 
that of cducation. Not that I did

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Submarines Throug 


THE fact that the Invasion and the 
use of war machines and of 
instruments of death has, preoccupied 
the human brain since the earlicst 
times is a confirmation of the old 
adage that there is nothing new un- 
der the sun. Certain formidable 
engines of war, regarded as chaorac- 
terlstle of modern warfare were, in 
another form, already known to the 
fighters of ancient .and medincval 
history and were widely used. 

But it !s probably unknown to 
the general public that the submor- 
ine js several centuries old. The 
earllest reports concerning the sub- 
marine date from the days of Alc- 
xander, The modern inventor was 
merely called upon .to perfect these 
instruments of war, And in renilty, 
nithough a certain stagnation may 
have sct In after Egyptian cra, as 
far as the development’ of clivilisa- 
tlon was concerned, it is possible to 
note undeniable technical progress, 
nbove all in relation to military mat- 
ters. 

Quintus Curtlus relates that, dur- 
ing the siege of Tyre, Alexander's 
efforis were considerably . hampered 
by the operations of machines very 
simllnr to submarines, When the 
conqueror erected a massive dyke in 
front of the entrance té the harbour, 
the defenders, In diving equipment, 
removed the heavy. stones as and 
when they were placed in position. 
On-thelr side, always diving, they 
constructed obstacles and cut the 
moorings of the Macedonian vessels. 

Roger Racon writes in the thirteenth 
century that Alexander himself 


-penetrated to the bottom of the sca 


in a glass submarine vessel in or- 
der to observe the marine fauna. 
This proves at all events that this 
idea already haunted the technicians 
of the Middle Ages. 

But it only came to frultion some 
centuries later. In 1624, the Dutch- 
man Cornelius Drebbel presented o 
submarine galley to King’ James 1 
of England and to the burghers of 
London. This vessel suddenly 
plunged to a depth of about seven- 
teen feet and navigated at the bot- 
tom of the Thames for two whole 
hours, to the astonishment of a 
select public. The vessel was oper- 
ated horizontally and vertically with 
the aid of twelve rowers and con- 


~The 


taincd a liquid deslgned to replace 
the air consumed. The King him- 
self made.a trial journcy without, 
however, allowing himself to be 
persuaded to construct a whole 
submarine fiect. 

In modern times, the American 
David Bushnell was the first builder 
of a screw-propelled submarine, 
navigating under the surface accord- 
ing to the directions. and calculation 
of the inventor. Bushnell, n gradu- 
ate of Yale College, was a physician 
by profession, but at the same‘ tlme 
on ardent patriot, haunted by the 
idea of berating America and of 
repulsing the Britlsh fleet. In 1775, 
at Pecks Hill, he terminated the 
construction of his submarine after 
on Incessant Inbour of four years, 
The details are described by the In- 
ventor himself in a letter of Octo- 
ber 1787 to Mr, Thomas Jefferson. 
Jefferson was at that time American 
Minister Plenipotentiary in Paris. 
(He was later elected to the Pre- 
aldency of the United States). The 
vessel, in the form of a barrel, was 
of caulked timber strongly bound 
with iron, The under part was fur- 
nished with a leaden sinker of 700 
pounds in weight, 200 pounds of 
which could be cast off to facilitate 
navigation. There was only room for 
one man on board and alr for about 
half an hour, On the outer forward 
wall of tho little submarine was o 
screw-shaped propeller; the direction 
of the vessel was controlled by the 
occupant by means of a hand or 
foot-opcrated internal paddle. . The 
descent or ascent were controlled 
through two outer containers in 
which the water could be let in or 
out by a pump. The conning tow- 
er, not much larger than a human 
head, was fitted with thick glass 
port-holes to enable the occupant to 
take his bearings. The hull of Bush- 
nell’s submarine had an iron con- 
tainer In the form of an cgg carry- 
ing 130 pounds of powder. This 
explosive device was connected “with 
the submarine by a screw; at .the 
moment when the occupant com- 
menced to unscrew the apparatus, a 
clockwork system placed in the 
powder container entered automati- 
cally into action and the explosion 
was tlmed to toke place at the end 
of half an hour, Once discharged, 


the powder container was s0 arrang-

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ed os to flont till it touched the 
flanks of the enemy vessel. Such was 
the ancestor of the torpedo. 

The American, Bushnell, was not 
the first to have initiated screw pro- 
pulsion for navigation, but he is the 
firat to have attacked an enemy fiect 
by submarine and to have tried to 
explode and sink British ships by 
submarine ‘bombs. But, to realise 
his plans, he needed collaborators. 
As a matter of fact, Bushnell not- 
withstanding his undeniable pcr- 
sonol courage, entrusted the dircc- 
tion of his invention first to his bro- 
ther, then, when the latter fell 
seriously ill, to Sergeant Ezra Lee 
of the American Navy. © 

When in August 1776, during the 
War of Independence, Admiral Howe 
blockaded the American coasts with 
the powerful British flect, Bushnell 
came Into actlon. His submarine, 
plloted by Sergeant Lee, was towed 
by three boats to the polnt nearest 
the British flect. The bonts swiftly 
returned to their base and Lee used 
his propellers to near the British

vessels, This took him two hours 
and a half. But the first attempts 
were vain. This submarine attack 
‘Is described in detail in o- report to 
Counter-Admiral Sir Peter Parker 
dated August 15th, 1777, Towards 
Xmas 1777, Bushnell recommenced 
his attacks against the British flect, 
utilising this time a kind of wander- 
ing torpedo, and succeeded in des- 
troying an enemy vessel. Later, 
Bushnell Jeft Bordentown and, des- 
cending the Delaware River In his 
submarine, launched a large number 
of his bdarrel-shaped torpedocs 
against the British squadron. This 
caused great alarm in the British 
fleet, und orders were given to 
direct a strong fire ogainst any float- 
ing object. The Americans, much 
amused, described this day os that 
of the ‘Barrel Battle." 

Bushne]l worked for some time at 
perfecting his submarine and, in 
particular, a new torpedo, whose 
plans were only discovered after his 
death and among his papers. When, 
in 1026, ho died at the age of 8 
years, he had -betome a renowned 
physician; but no one realised his 
identity with Bushnell, for he exer- 


cised his profession as doctor under- 


the pscudonym of Doctor Bush. 

Thirty years later, Fulton invent~ 
ed the steamship and offered his 
invention to the French Government. 
“An adventurer and o crank" was 
Napolcon’s judgment, - Fulton: tried 
something clsee. He built a stb- 
marine, the “Nautilus” and present- 
ed: {it to the Emperor and the Ad- 
miralty on the Seine and at Brest. 
“An arm for pirates and savages” 
Admiral Decres exclaimed with In- 
dignation. “An instrument for the 
weaker party. Unworthy of u coun- 
try that controls the seas,” sald the 
British, 

After this ‘setback, the’ submarine 
entered upon a new phase. Johnston, 
an English smuggler (mentioned by 
Alan H, Burgoyne in “An Excentric 
American”) decided to solve the pro- 
blem of submarine navigation. His 
contemporary, Captain Montgery, re- 
calls that the indefatigable Johnston 
had built a whole serles of constant- 
ly perfected submarines. He had 
resolved to use one of these vessels 
to kidnap his idol, Napoleon, from 
St. Helena. For this purpose, he 
built in 1820 the largest submarine 
which had existed until that time, 
It was the result of countless experl- 
ments and of many years of labour. 
The vessel was 100 fect long; “the 
masts and the sails were 50 arrang- 
ed os to become onc with the deck 
at the moment of immersion. Ac- 
cording to Johnston's carefully stud- 
led plon, he wished to arrive at St. 
Helena late in the evening, in or- 
der to aveid the British cruisers 
which constantly patrolled tha wat- 
ers round the island, He hoped to 
rench the coast at low tide; he 
would then send a messenger to 
inform the Emperor and, as soon 3 
the latter was on board the -sub- 
marine, he intended to dive and to 
leave with him. 

Johnston’s plan was not.an Uto- 
pla; It had been carefully prepared 
both technically and financially. 
Napoleon’s family and adherents 
had deposited with Johnston a very 
large sum for the time—240,000. 
Technically, also, the business was 
serlously and prnctically thought 
out; the proof of this 1s that when, 
some time later—in 1823—Johnston 
attempted experlments in the 
Thames, he succecded in remaining 
under. the surface for eight to ten 
hours with several men. This time, 
he offered his services to destroy 
the French ficct. He was on the 
polnt of leaving for Cadiz. The 


‘Cortes had accepted his offers; but 


since this assembly was dissolved 
before Johnston's contract wis slgn- 
ed, the busfess remained eternally 
in abeyance. . As‘for the kidnapping 


of Napoleon, Johnston was informed 
Jat. the last moment, when adapting 


a copper armament ‘to his prow, that 


‘| Napoleon had died.’; After this dis~

‘System of Submarine 


M. de Polignac, then French Am- 
bassador In England, described 
Johnston's submarine as follows in 
a letter dated 1925 to the Baron de 
Damas: 

“Johnston has ‘shown me five sub- 
marine boats of various dimensions; 
two were being bullt; a thitd was 
at anchor jn the river. The other 
two, which had already been used, 
were jn the dockyard. I 
them all. The largest seemed to ma 
to measure from 50 to 60 fect, The 
smallest from 20 to 25 fect. The 
entrance to these ‘vessela is by a 
round opening In the middle of the 
deck, about one and o half fect in 
diameter, This opening is herme- 
tleally sealed at the mornent of div- 
ing. 

“For the purposcs of submersion, 
cnough water is let into two reser- 
volra to allow the bont to plunge to 
the desired depth, Johiiston has 
assured me that in this way he could 
plunge to the depth of three atmos~ 
pheres, The submerged vessel 1s 
directed by compass. It‘ navigates by 
means of two broad and short onrs; 
these oars are fixed perpendicularly 
to the boat and turn‘on an axis, 

All this Is difficult to believe. Thus, 
in .1825--115 years ago—Mr. John- 
ston was alrendy building ironclad 
submarines, cigar-formed, with con- 
ning towers, water containers for 
diving, compressed oxygen and even 
torpedocs. Exactly os at the pre- 
sent time.: This ls no matter for sur- 
prise when it ls known that sub- 
marine navigation dates from hun- 
dreds or even thousands of yenrs 
back and that‘the literature on this 
subject also gocs back to several 
centuries, 

‘Roger Bacon's work “De secretis 
operibus: artis ct naturac” gives 
valuable information on mankind's 
initial attempts {o conquer the 
depths of the sens, This work was 
published towards 1250, and o 
French translation, by G. de Tour- 
nus, appeared ot Lyons about 300, 
years Jater, in 1557. Still carlier, in 
1536, there had been the French 
book of Vegece, “Owing {o War,” 
translated by Volkir. In 1578, W. 
Bourne published in London his 
book on "Inventions", whilst that 
of Papin, the famous “Collection” 
dates from 1695. Almost at the 
same time, In 1692, Hautefoullle 
wrote his famous treatise on “The 
Way to Breathe under Water.” Ful- 
ton described his submarine in 1812 
in his “Infernal Naval Machine,” 
and Montgery published in 1625 his 
"Notion of Navigation and of Sub- 
marine Warfare.” In 1827, Beau- 
doln published In Paris, his “New 
Navigation” 
und, In 1839, exactly 100 years ago, 
Louls Hanzz Issued his book “Sub- 
.marine Navigation.” Thus, there ts 
nothing new under the sun!

Finally, the German-Pollsh cam- 
paign exposed certain facts of vital 
technical Importance for the pursult 
of the war.

they cannot pass. To imagine thot 
the German Army could ever cross 
the Maginot Line Is sheer madness. 

Let us admit that, according to the 
principles proclaimed by the Fuchror, 
they attempt a Mghtning offensive. 
The Germans could neither sustain 
it nor resist for more than a few 
months. Their weakness in reserves 
of trained oficers Is well known, 


Ersatz ‘Industry 


The products of thelr “Ersatz” in- 
dustry, the substitutes they are 
manufacturing with grent diificulty 
and small reward, are very inferior 
to the materials they ore designed 
to imitate. Their reserves of petrol 
cannot assure the prolonged opera- 
tion of thelr super-mechanised units

Lightning attacks, “secret wea- 
pons,” armoured and mechanised 
cannon, poison gas, armoured alr 
ertisers; all these implements— 
which the Allles also possess—serve 
the Germons, for the moment at 
least, above all as ao psychological 
arm, For them the chief immediate 
objective is to Intensify the “Nerve 
War.” This is thelr sole opportunity 
to tlp the balance in their own fav- 
our, for what is undeniable is that 
the chances of war have Increased on 
the Allied side and’ have decreased 
in the German-Bolshevist camp.

in the event of a prolonged war, the 
extension of Germanism towards 
Russiz, Northern Europe and the 
Balkans, 


Real Danger \ 

It fs here that’ Germanism may 
constitute a real danger. It is casy to 
realise the power of a Germany, mis- 
tress of Ensternm Europe from the 
Urals to the Rhine. 

If Germany were to atlack on the 
Western Front, she would play her 
last caid—one card, with all her 
chances staked upon it. The risks 
would be enormous. It is possible 
to believe that the Third Reich 
would only do this with a full know- 
ledge of the facts, or if constrained 
and forced, or, possibly, as a last des- 
perate throw. But this would be a 
case of the Third Reich, In Its dying 
convulsions, making a last infernal 
effort to sow death, ruin and terror 
before the well deserved end. 

On the other hand, if Germany de- 
cides to stabilise her western Front, 
it is quite clear that her cffort will 
bear upon .the point where the least 
resistance is to be feared. However 
this may be, Russfa, like Germany, 
has placed herself outside European 
and civilised law. There is no hope 
of a lasting peace or of constructive 
work, cnpable of introducing new 
values of justice and law in the 
civilised world, so long as German- 
ism and Bolshevism continue—one or 
the other—to contaminate mankind og 


a whole.
